‘Tue publication in one year of the 
reports of Silk culture and manufac. 
faves in China, and the report on 
Opium consumption, by the Inspectors 
General of Customs, merit the thauke 
of all who are interested in this part 
of the world. We quite believe that 
tho former gave all the information 
procurable by the various Commis. 
sioners, and that every care was taken 
in the preparation of the papers. 
Perhaps it is doubtful if such au 
amount of actual kuowledge of their 
famous silks was ever before placed 
| within the attainment of the Chinese 
themselves, It is certain that nothing 
s0 complete was ever before offered to 
foreigners, Aud though the report on 
Opium is of less importance, it is 
valunble as giviug trustworthy estim- 
ates, which may help fair-minded 
people to sober conclusions on a sub- 
ject, in the discussion of which much 
heat is evolved by those who attack, 
and those who defend, the use of and 
trade in Opium. To those who are 
not connected with the trade of Chin 








and whose interest in the country aud 





the people springs from higher motives 
than commerce cau supply, these two 
reports are very valuable. ‘They give 
accurate information in two important 
matters; one closely connected with 
the industry of a large part of the 
Ewpire, avd the other, the indulgence, 
or it may be the vice, of a large portion 
of its inbabitants, And it is a great 
thing in these times to get information 
ou which one may thoroughly rely. Ittoo 
often happens that the works of authors 
and compilers offer everythivg to the 
public except perfectly trustworthy 
information. In certain cases this is 
not to be wondered at, for there are 
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raany things in all countries which lie 
beyond the observation of the shrewdest 
travellers or strangers, and which cau 
only be supplied by the having tho 
special knowledge afforded by which 
official life. Anyone, therefore, in the 
position of the Inspector- General 
of Oustoms, who makes public the 
veritable facts regarding any parts of 
lives of the people, and their affairs, 
confers a boon upon all who take an 
interest in them. We hope that further 
reports will follow those that have been 
published this year. There are a 
sufficiency of subjects connected with 
the Chinese with which we wish to be 
made acquainted. And, as we believe 
in tho progress of the Empire aud the 
people, we are sure that when those 
subjects which are in existence at pre- 
sent have boon exhausted, others will 
bo ready for treatment by the general 
staf of the Customs. If we compare 
those parts of China with which we 
are familiar, with tho same parts 
twenty years since, we must own that 
great improvements as well as great 
changes have taken place in the mental 
attitude towards foreign ways of the 
habitants. The advance has been 
slow, but it has been steady aud con- 
siderable. And the next twenty years 
are likely to show a great increase in 
the speed of this nation's progress, 
with, we hope, proportiouably bene. 
ficial results to the country, and to the 
world. If any old resident who weut 
home, say a quarter of a century ago, 
were to publish a faithful description 
of the Chinese with whom he came in 
contact, we should find that the portion 
of the race whom wo meet in business, 
have advanced beyond those imme. 
diately before them as much as we 
have advanced beyond those who lived 
in England three-quarters of century 
ago, when steamships, railways and 
telegraphs were not. And as the 
Chinese are just beginning to ran their 
race of improvement, the next twenty 
years may bring them almost abreast 
of many Western natious. We hope 
that the Customs department will, by 
the publication of such special reports 
as those which have lately been given, 
distribute full information as to the 
effects of the changes, and the develo 
ment of the resources uf the people 
and the country, which they bring 
about. ‘These will be invaluable, not 
only at the time, but long afterwards, 
and the Inspector-Genernl may feel 
sure, that, if he engages in the work, 
he will be henrtily thanked by all who 
desire the extousion of knowledge. 

We understand that Mr. Hart is now 
getting a series of svi primers 
translated into Chinese. ‘These will 
doubtless be distributed over the 
Empire, and we are certain will be in 
great request. ‘his is a ready and 
excellent way of making the Chinese 
acqnainted with the process and results 
of Western science and thought. Some 
attempts of the same kind havealrendy 
been made with fair success, but the 
opportunities of introducing his series 




















to the notice of the people, possessed 
by the Iuspector-General, gives him 
extraordinary advantages, That they 
will be fally used and a great extension 
of knowledge among the Chinese follow, 
is certain, Much of the oredit for 
this will be due and given to Mr. Hart, 
who among the pressing claims of his 
office has found time to initiate works 
which will have a very great effect for 
good on the Chinese character. We 
suppose it must be tukeu for granted 
that Westerus kuow more of the 
Chinese than the Chinese know of 
them. But at the same time we should 
confess, honestly, that our knowledge 
of the deeper and best parts of the 
native character is very superficial, 
Even in judging of their ordinary 
traits we believe we aro often mis- 
taken, and that the real Chinaman who 
deals with us, or transacts oar busine: 
is quite different from the iden that we 
have formed of him. Some, at lenst, 
of these mistakes on our part, will di 
appear with increased knowledge of 
the people. Whatever errors in judg. 
ing the Chinese we may havo made, we 
may bo sure are light compared to the 
blunders they have fallen into, or 
adopted, about us and our works, The 
task of enlightening their minds will 
be made ensier by its being uudertaken 
by a branch of the administration of 
their country, and it was a wise thought 
of the Inspector-General to commence 
the work. We trust, aud indeed we may 
say we believe, that the result will be 
in the highest degreo entisfactory to 
himself aud all whom be may associate 
with bim in the labour.

Fung-shun, and has 
sincy pnt up, we belive, at the Canton 
Guild. 

Captain Ackermann, for many years in 
command of the 8,8, China, leaves for home 
in the s.s, Hesperia, from Hongkong, and 
will probably return to China in command 
of a new sleamer. 

We ure glad to hear vory much botter 
accounts uf Bishop Scheroschowsky. He 
is now able to sit up, and can even talk a 
littlo, while there is a marked improvement 
in his general health, 

‘Tso Tsung-t'ang has memorialised tho 
Emperor for leave to resign his duties on 
account of sickness. The Edict, as is 
usual in such cases, refuses the request, 
but accords a month's furlough for memo- 
rialist to recruit his health, 

Representations have recently ben made 
to the Emperor with regard to the horrible 
condition of tho prisons in the Capital, and 
tho undue cruelty practised upon prisoners 
by their gaolers, ‘The particulars given 
are not altogether suitable for transcription, 
and it is to be hoped that somo measures 
will be adopted to reform what is unquos- 
tionably one of the grossost abuses in China. 

A memorial has been addressed to tho 
Throne by Peng Yi-lin, impeaching « 
near relative of Li Hung-chang. Tho 
delinquent, who is an elder brother of 
Countess Li, purchased a Tao-t’aiship sume 
time ayo, and forthwith commenced a 
career of the yrossest corruption, the 
sphere of his operations being in the Vice- 
royalty of the Liang Kiang, His acceptance 
of bribes and misuse of public funds at 
last caused such scandal that the then 
Vicoroy, Liu K’un-yi, removed him from 
his oltice, and gave him some employment 
in one of the ewaps : but his ignorance of 
military duties, his extravagance, and his 
general incapacity brought him into public 
contempt. ‘The only thing at which he 
seems to have beem an adept was beating 
his underlings, and this talent he used in 
the most indiscriminate manner, not being 
able to distinguish good men from bad, and 
taking improper advantage of his influential 
family connections to ride roughshod over 
everybody else. He is likely to find, 
however, that being brother-in-law to a 
Viceroy is not sullicient to screen him from 
the punishment due to his crimes, 
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‘We regret to hear that Colonel Glover, 
the Managing Directorof the Eastern Exten- 
sion, Australasian and China Telegraph 
Company, who visited Shanghai in 1879, 
died on tho 14th inst., of blood-poisoning. 
‘A correspondent favours us with the 
following remarks upon the deceased 
gentleman :— “Two years ago Colonel 
Glover visited this place and became 
known to many of our residents, but 
in his official capacity he had a wide 
circle of acquaintance, and his premature 
death—for he was still in physical and intel- 
lectual prime—will be sincerely mourned. 
Colonel Glover was a man of great talent, 
and his fine powers had been highly 
cultivated. He had a remarkable talent 
for scientific and practical war, and at the 
siege of Moultan so distinguished himself 
that he had credit for much of the success 
of the reduction of that Sihk stronghold. 
General Napier, to whom Colonel Glover 
acted as second in command of the 
‘engineering operations, wrote a warm letter 
of commendation, in which reference is 
made to Captain Glover's engineering skill 
and resources, and physical prowess. In 
consequence of these high commendations, 
Captain Glover was allowed to leave the 
army with brevet rank of Colonel, that he 
might take charge of the British Indian 
land telegraph service, which, under Colonel 
Glover, became one of the best if not the 
best in the world, if perfectness of con- 
struction, excellence of organization, and 
engineering merit be considered. When 
Colonel Glover retired from his long Indian 
service, he was invited to take charge of the 
British trans-Indian, Australian aud China 
marine telegraph companies, whose 
cis-Indian lines are directed by Sir James 
Anderson. Colonel Glover was a man of 
European as woll as Indian reputation. 
His loss will be irreparable, as he combined 
many uncommon gifts with a rare power of 
organization.” 

We hear that the property at the corner 
of Foochow and Hoopeh Roads, opposite 
the Livery Stables, measuring 3 mow odd, 
has beon recently sold to Chinese for ‘ls. 
5,500 per mow. At the last assessment in 

1880, the land was valued by the committee 

at Tis, 1,500 per mow. 

‘The China Merchants’ Steam Navigation 
Company appear to bo adding steadily, if 
not rapidly, to their property in the 
sottloment. It seoms that their policy is 
to devote a considerable proportion of 
their Reserve and Insurance funds to 
buying up land, and building upon it. We 
aro informed that a large red-brick hong is 
to be put up on part of the ground recently 
purchased by them from Messrs. Turnbull, 
Howie & Co.; fifteen hundred native 
houses havo already been commenced on 
the Hongkew side, and a row of semi- 
detached villas are to be built in the same 
neighbourhood to meet the requirements 
of the Company's steamboat-employés. 
From a purely financial point of view, the 
Directors of the Company seem to be wise 
in their generation. 

‘The tides have been unusually high and 
strong during the past week, and, as 
seen at the mouth of the Soochow Creek, 
the current rushes with great force. Last

from her mooring, and drifted against the 
Bridge ; but fortunately without doing any 
damage to herself nor to the bridge. She 
was speedily rescued from her perilous 
position by officers of the Police Hulk, 
assisted by several foreigners who were 
passing the bridge at the time. The yacht 
Rambler fouled the Police Hulk and broke 
oue of her guides. The hulk herself heeled 
over a little during the strongest of the 
tide, and a very severe strain was on her 
cables. 

We desire tu call special attention to 
the report of a meeting of the Provisional 
Committee of the Shanghai Shipwrecked 
and Distressed Mariners’ Society, which 
will be found in another coluan. The 
Society was temporarily oryanised in the 
beginning of this year, in connection with 
the relief fund for the distressed sailors, 
and relatives of those who were lost, in 
the Chinaman-Craiglaus collision, and the 
Committee which administered the relief 
fund with geeat success were impressed 
with the advantages which a benevolent 
society of this kind would be able to confer 
if permanently established, Some good 
work has been done by the Provisional 
Committee subsequent to the original 
scheme of benevolence which they under- 
took, and we aro glad to hear that it has 
now been resolved to make the Society a 
permanent one. An influential and repre- 
sentative Committee has been elected, 
and we feel confident that the Society will 
receive hearty and substantial support from 
the community. 

We are informed that the shipping has 
been unfairly credited with the responsi- 
bility of having introduced sickness into 
our midst. Tt appears that the disease 
which has recently made its appearance 
has reached Shanghai from the north-west, 
having been verybad at Yang-chou, and 
severer still at Chiijkiang, where deaths in 
the city have nuntbered about eighty per 
diem. The hot steamy weather and strong 
north-west wind of Tuesday week are there- 
fore suflicient to account for such indica- 
tions of epidemic as have appeared among 
us, and this being the ease it would seem 
that there is no necessity for the establish- 
ment of any extraordinary precautionary 
measures affecting the shipping. A little 
bracing weather and a change of wind— 
which we have a right to expect any day 
now—are really all we want to stop 
mischief that might otherwise be impend- 
ing. 

‘Much dissatisfaction has been expressed 
at the practico of the Municipal Council 
in planting willow and paper-mulberry 
trees along the Bund and the exterior 
roads, The late typhoons showed how 
utterly incapable theso trees are of standit 
the weather, while they are a continual 
source of annoyauce to those who have the 
misfortune to live in their immediate neigh- 
bourhood. Not only are people's walls and 
fences kept in a state of continual jeopardy 
by the habit of the trees of forming insufli- 
cient roots, but they have the additional 
disadvantage of harbouring all manner of 
boring and other objectionable insects. 
‘There ought to be a fine opening in Shang- 
hai for birds of the woodpecker family ; 
but unluckily, contrary to the Darwinian 












































theory, the birds do not seem equal to the 
occasion. Perhaps the Council, if it atill 
persist in incommoding residents with 
willow-trees ad nauseam, might undertake 
the charge of importing a sufficient number 
of woodpeckers to keep down the nuisance. 

The Volunteers have been complaining 
of late of the faulty ammunition supplied 
at class-firing and Company competitions. 
It appears they have firing with cartridges 
that were condemned some years ago. On 
an investigation being made into the 
supply in store, it was discovered that in 
eight cases of ball ammunition received by 
a recent consigment, five were filled with 
Bath brick, and three with ordinary brick, 
evidently of Chinese manufacture. 

A correspondent addresses to us an urgent 
though temperately-worded complaint with 
regard to the number of sturdy loafers at 
present infesting the Settlement. Lately 
the Bubbling Well Road seems to have 
been selected by these people as a favourite 
resort. ‘On Sunday forenoon,” writes 
our informant, “three of these ruffians 
entered my house, and lost no time in 
making themselves comfortable in my draw- 
ing-room. Luckily I was at home, and 
when I presented iyself before them they 
made a peremptory demand for food and 
drink, one gentleman requesting the uso of 
arom to sleep in. It is hardly necessary 
tosay that I got rid of the intruders as 
soon as possible.” Our correspondent adds 
a request that we should make use of the 
information he is good enough to give us, 
in order to warn residents on the Bubbling 
Well Road against the annoyance. Were 
an intrusion of this sort to take place 
during the absence of the master of the 
house, it might prove a serious nuisance 
for the ladies of the family, who would 
oly have their own pluck and a herd of 
frightened Chinese servants to depend upon 
for assistance. 

The s.s. Custello, 1,482 tons, Captain 
Coates, has had a very narrow escape from 
being destroyed by fire, and hor safety is due 
partly to the fortunate citcumstanco that 
the fire was discovered before she had gone 
very far out to sea, and more especially to 
the energetic and praiseworthy efforts of 
her captain, officers, engineers, and crew. 
The vessel left this port on Sunday at 2.30 
p.m., bound for Yokohama, with a general 
caryo, consisting chiefly of cotton which was 
through cargo from England, and somo rags 
shipped here. She proceeded all well till 2 
a.tn, on Monday, being then40 miles outside 
the Saddle Islands, when it was discovered 
that fire had broken out in the forehold. 
‘The fire hose was set to work, and sub- 
sequently steam was injected through 
the hatches, every effort being made by 
the captain and oficers to extinguish the 
fire; but finding that in spite of their 
labours the fire still appeared to have 
a strong hold on the cargo of cotton, 
which was ascertained on opening the 
hatches, the ship was turned back, and 
as the engines were all right she 
camo full speed towards this port. The 
hatches were battened down, and the 
steam injected and water poured into the 
hold to check the progress of the fire. She 
got back to Woosung at midnight on 
Monday, having spoken several vossels 
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but declining assistance. On ‘Tuesday 
she came up to the lower reach ; the 
hatches were then taken off, and it was 
seen that the fire was still raging in the 
first and second compartments. Attempts 
were made to take out some of the cargo, 
but after about twenty packages had been 
removed the volumes of smoke and steam 
were 60 stifling that the discharge of cargo 
could not be carried on and the hatches 
were agaiui closed, and the pumpskeptyoing. 
On Wednesday afternoon, at four o'clock, 
the vessel was beached near the Camp 
Hotel by the tug Samson, while the tug 
Fokelin was engaged in working a forcing 
pump which been put on board the Castello. 
‘Tho tug Rocket also assisted in dropping 
anchors. At this time there were 12 feet 
of water in the ship, and pumping w.s to 
be continuad till the holds were fillec with 
water. ‘he fire in the forchold, however, 
was extinguished yesterday, and operations 
for pumping out the water are now pro- 
cocding. It is expected that she will be 
afloat to-day, 

Professor W. J. Payne gave his first 
performance at the Lyceum Theatre on 
‘Tuesday ovening, and although the weather 
was very unfavourable there was a remark- 
ably good attendance in the dress circle 
and stalls, while the gallery was crowded. 
It being now several months since we had 
any entertainments in the Lyceum, people 
were eager to avail themselves of this one, 
although they might have been convinced 
that they were’ ouly going to see sleight-of- 
hand tricks which they had witnessed 
many times before. ‘There were also many 
Chinese ‘‘swells” in the stalls and boxes, 
and to them the entertainment would no 
doubt be more or less a novelty. While 
acknowledging that Professor Payne proved 
himself to be very clever in some of the 
tricks,—and he was avarded frequent 
rounds of hearty applause,—we cannot say 
that there was anything now or remarkable 
in the performance, as every one has seen 
the same sort of thing over and over again, 
and some of the tricks were decidedly 
“thin.” The first part of the programme 
passed off very well, and the Professor 
seomed to have fairly won the good 
favour of the audience; but an awk- 
ward interruption to the pleasantuess of 
the evening uceurred, for which the Pru- 
fessor had only himself to blame, Iu per- 
formauces of this kind it is necessary that 
the conjuror should come amongst the 
audience to exhibit the tlying cage, en- 
chanted boxes, intelligent hats, and other 
parapherualia, so to indulge 
in yood-humoured chat with the spec 
tators. Some of the latter juiued in 
the fun pretty freely, and passed remarks 
ina good-humoured and perfectly inotfen- 
sive manner; but the Professur did not 
take it in goud part, and rather abruptly 
expressed a wish to know “who was 
runcing this entertainment.” From that 
moment he lost himself, and immediately 
afterwards committed a yraver blunder. 
He had already obtained the assistance of 
two gentlemen, who had mounted the 
stage, aud he wished still another to come 
up and sce tl rope tie,” in whieh 
he freely offered to bet $100, assuring 
them that the money was there all ready, 
if anyone could find the ends of the rope 




















after he had tied himself with it on ‘a very 
common chair.” Oue of the most highly 
esteemed gentlemen in Shanghai went on 
the stage to watch this part of the per- 
formance, but of course declined to have 
anything to do with the proposed betting. 
This gentleman did not seem to be con- 
vineed of the genuineness of the trick, and 
the general impression was that two 
different ropes had been used—the trick

‘The Professor gave this 
gentleman a pair of handeulfs to examine, 
and induced“him to try them on. After 
the gentleman had been handeuifed, he 
sat patiently a few minutes, and the 
Professor, taunting him with thinking 
he was very clever, sat down in the cabinet

that he was keeping the gentleman waiting 
there in handentis to make fun at his 
expense. The gentleman protested against 
this in a dig ; attempts at apology 
were made by the Professor and his 
manager, while the spectators showed their 
displeasure by hooting, and, after being 
released, the gentleman returned to his 
seat amid gee: g.The concluding 
portion of the entertainment fell very flat, 
and the Profesor will uo doubt regret 
that he made the mistake of treating a 
Shanghai audience as he might one in 
some music-hall at home.—The Professor

Tho Nayasaki Express says'that the mu- 
tinous crew of the L. J. Morse, who had 
beon for some time in jail at Nagasaki, 
were taken on board in irons on the 6th 
inst., and as the ship was towed out to sea 
shortly after, they had no doubt resumed 
duty. ‘The ship has since arrived at Shang- 
hai, and there has as yet been no word 
of any trouble on board. 

A private letter from Yokohama dated 
Gth inst, tells us that the finances of the Ja- 
panese Empire are in such a desperate state 
that the expected crash cannot be delayed 
for much longer. There is reason to believe 
that the Emperor refuses to countenance 
the expedient of a foreign loan, as he seems 
to be aware that the relief would bo but 
temporary, and that the cost would be an 
additional burden to be met in the future. 

Further massacres of Chinese have 
occurred in Acheen. Acheen advices dated 
‘3rd August, to the Straits Times, state :— 
An armed police force raised from among 
so-called friendly Acheenese was rapidly 
being organised, those on foot and horae- 
back to be armed respectively with revol- 
vers and Beaumont breechloaders. On the 
night of 29th July, a settlement of Chinese 
near Kotta Alam was attacked by about 
100 marauders, who killed two of them, 
wounded several others, and secured much 
plunder in goods and valuables, before 





they could be driven away by fifteon soldiers 
on guard there. Three more Chineso were 
subsequently murdered on the road of Tung- 
kup. 

A fire at sea is reported in the Nagasaki 
paper as follows, but it is curious that 
nothing has been heard of it at any of the 
ports on the China coast :—‘ Captain 
Michelsen, of the German schooner Emma, 
reports that during the night of the 30th 
ult,, he sighted a large vessel on fire, about 
60 miles E.N.E. from Foochow. At the 
time, the weather was perfectly calm, and 
upon nearing her he found that she was 
burned down nearly to the water-line, but 
could not discover whether she was a 
steamer or a sailing vessel. It is thus 
apparent this some craft or other has irre- 
trievably como to xrief, but it is to be 
hoped the officers and crew have made 
good their escape, and have ere this reached 
a haven of refuge, in which event more 
particulars of the catastrophe will soon 
come to hand.” 

‘Tho Netherlands corvette Koningin 
Emma der Nerderlanden left Yokohama on 
the 30th ult., and arrived at Kobe on the Ist 
instant. Mr. J.J. van der Pot, the new 
Dutch Minister to Japan, was on board, 
having come on a visit to Kobe. A Yoko- 
hama paper says that the corvette will stay 
at Kobe about a fortnight, afterwards pro- 
ceed to Nagasaki, and after two or three 
weeks stay thero she will proceed to Foo- 
chow, ‘The following particulars of the 





















corvette are given in the Liogo Ne 
‘The Koningin Emma is a mi 
vessel of the latest type, and 
well worthy of inspection. Her length bi 
tween the perpendiculars is 262 feet 54 
ches, and 301 feet 4 inches over all. Her 
beam is 41 feet, and her depth to the upper 
side of her battery deck is 25 feet inches. 
Her load displacement is 3,129.76 tons, the 
enyines being of-2,670 horse power, with 
cylinders of a dianheter of 724 inches. ‘The 
speed of tho vessel is 14 knots, and her 
armament consists of six Gj-inch and four 
4}-inch Krupp guns, all carried on the main 
or battery deck. 

‘The British clipper barque Forward Ho, 
Captain Wade, arrived at Yokohama from 
London on the Ist instant. She made the 
quickest time between these ports last year, 
viz., 112 days, aud has eclipsed all passages 
made this year, viz., 115 days. 

‘The s.s. Viceroy, a steamer well-known 
at this port, has been in collision, as 
will be seen from the following, which 
appears in the Daily Press :— A tele- 
gram from Carthazena, dated 2nd 
August, reports that the Baron Baratta, 
Ita brig, from the Coast of Africa to 
Marseilles, laden with pea-nuts, put into 
Carthagena, seriously damaged by collision 
with the Viceroy, Bri steamer, from 
; she had stem damaged, 
foremast, bowsprit, and jibboom carried 
away, and mainmast sprung; a boy was 
also killed. The Baron Baratta was towed 
in by the Viceroy.” 

‘A home paper gives the following parti- 
culars about the two new cruisers which 
have been constructed by Sir William Arm- 
strong and Co. for the Chinese Government, 
and which are to be brought out by Admiral 









































‘Tiny and the native crews sent to England 
in the C.M.S.N. Co.’s s.s. Hae-shin:— 
“The engines, boilers, magazines, and 








machinery are entirely blow tho water- 
line, and are further protected by a steol- 
plate under-water deck, the space between 
which and the main deck is divided into 
numerous watertight compartments, in 
which coal is stored, thus adding to tho 
protection afforded by the deck. Hydraulic 
steering gear is provided and placed below 
the water-line, with alternative hand gear 
and tiller, The vessels are alay armed 
with a formidable steel knife-edged spur, 
or ram. The coal bunkers take 300 tons 
of coal, and with that quantity the vessels 
can run continuously at a speod of about 
eight knots for four weeks together. On 
the 14th and 15th July, the uew vessels 
went through a complete course of trial off 
the mouth of the ‘Tyne, uuder Admiralty 
inspection, Messrs, Dann and Bakewell 
being appointed by their Lordships for the 
occasion. Their speed was tested over a 
course of 10f knots, and was shown to be, 
with all woizhts on board, on the averago 
of two runs each, over 16 knots in ono 
vessol and 16 knots in the other. Tho 
consumption of coal, however, at this 
speed, is said to have been very large, 
which is a consideration that must not be 
overlooked. ‘The guns were fired with 
battering charges abeam, ahead, and 
astern, and at differont elevations up to 
the maximum. Not tho slightest sign of 
weakuess was exhibited in any part of 
their structure. The handiness or power 
of inanwuvring was found remarkable. 
With engines stopped suddenly they were 
brow-ht up in about 3h lengths. Reversing 
tho engines brought them up in about 14 
lengths. With ono engine diving ahead 
and the other astern, they circled rapidly 
to port or to starboard in their own length. 
With the hydraulic gear, the rudder was 
put over from hard-aport to had-a-starboard 
in eight seconds, Tho vessels were kopt 
easily circling round a drifting target 
at about 150 yards, while the target was 
being riddled by the machine guns. 
Without claiming too much for these 
vessels it should be remarked of them that 
the penetrative power and range of their 
guns measured by the accepted official 
standard, exceed those of any gun yet affoat, 
except those of the English Inflexibleand the 
Italian Duilio. No unarmoured ship carries 
guns that can be compared for a moment 
with them, and no armoured ship equals 
them in speed. The nearest is the Duilio, 
of nine times their size. ‘Thus their vastly 
superior gun power would male them most 
formidabletothe largestunarmoured vessels, 
and their superior speed and greater range 
and power of artillery would enable them 
to in some measure cope with an ironclad, 
since they could ordinarily choose their 
own distance, and from their diminutive- 
ness would be very hard to hit ; nor would 
a-single shot by any means disable them, 
owing to the under-water and other pro- 
tection given to their vital parts. As 
skirmishers to open attack, or as cavalry 
to harass a retreat, they would prove 
valuable adjuncts to a first-class navy, and 
they are not subject to the rapid deprecia- 
tion which the progress of artillery imposes 
upon a costly and necessarily limited iron- 
clad fleet.”

THE VICEROT'S LETTER ON OPIUM. 
A atance at the letter recently published 
as from Li Hang-chang to tho Rev. 
F. S. Tarner is, we think, sufficient to 
suggest the strongest doubis of its ever 
having been written by the Viceroy 
Li at all, It bears the impress of 
foreign—we had almost written mis- 
sionary—penmanehip, throughout. It 
was no doubt composed auder the 
sauction, and probably with the ap- 
proval, of the statesman whose sigua- 
tare is attached to it; but we may be 
pretty sure that it is anything rather 
than what we suppose it purports tobe— 
the translation of » Chinese document, 
from the pon of the Viceroy himself. 
This, however, is, after all, a poiut 
of second-rate importance. Whether 
Li was the author of the letter or not, 
it is pat forth in his name and must 
be regarded as embodying his views. 
‘And really, when we come to look 
closely into it, we see very little that is 
now: very little that bas not been said 
before: nothing whatever that is not 
on all foura with the position that has 
been taken up aud maintained by the 
Chinese Government since the Opium 
War. It ia probably the same iu 
substance as anything that any other 
mandarin in China would say upon the 
subject if called on to express an opinion 
for publication. It amounts to just as 
muoh as the polite remarks of the Inte 
Ambassador, Kuoh Sung-t’ao, when 
receiving a deputation from the Auti- 
Opium Association somo years ago in 
London—and but little else, Indeed, 
of the two, we think that the speech of 
Kuoh was, if anything, rather the more 
original; the mora! of it being, that, 
granted the evil effects of opium upon 
the populations of China, it would be 
Quixotic of Hnglaud to deprive herself 
of the Indian revenno so long as the 
native cultivation of the poppy was 
connived at by the Chinese Goveru- 
mout. Woe might add—what bas, 
however, been puinted out already— 
that the heavy taxation of a given 
article of trade can hardly be regarded 
ag a very great encouragement to the 
branch of industry so taxed; and this 
point, which is made use of by Li 
Hang.chang on the side of his own 
Government, may with equal fair- 
ness be claimed by England in de- 
fenco of her policy in India. Bat 
after all, this is but playing with 
words. ‘The question is, what is it 
that China objects to? Is it Opiam, 
or is it the Opium-trade? Let there 
bo a clear understanding on this point. 
Now it seems to us a very strange 
thing that a man in the position of 
Li Hung.chaug, who is the greatest, or 
nearly the greatest, officer in the 
Empire, and the most powerfal vassal 
of the Throne, a man with the power 
of life and death in bis hands as 
regards thousands and millions of his 
fellow-countrymen, should confess him- 
self absolutely unable to check the 

















cultivation of a proscribed and poison- 
ons plant almost within sight of his 
own yaméu at Pao-ting Fu. This, to 
us, is what may be vulgarly called a 
“staggerer.” The Viceroy of Chilli 
can remove an unsuitable, or incapable, 
or insubordinate, official from his post, 
by a stroke of his peucil. He can set 
an army in motion with a word. He 
can euter into immense transactions 
with foreign coutractors for the supply 
of armaments, torpedoes, railways, 
telegraphs, steam-dredges, and all the 
machinery of war, He cnn deprive a 
man of property, prospects, and even 
life, at his own willand pleasure. But 
he ‘cannot restrain the pensnutry of 
Chibli from cultivating a plant which, as 
he himself says, is the fertile causo of 
ruin and misery to millions. He sees 
Chang the farmer aud Wang the market- 
gardener committing » fagrant crime 
in the open light of day, a crime 
denounced as such by “laws and fre- 
quent Imperial edicts,” and be is power- 
Jess to either panish or prevent. Of 
course he longs to do it, ‘The fct that 
tevo or Uhree crops of opium can be raised 
against one of grain, that its cultiva- 
tion is lighter, easi and more re- 
mauorative than that of corn or millet, 
has no weight with him. He allows 
no such sordid considerations as these 
to influence his sense of right. He 
groans in righteous anger over the 
lawlessness and depravity of the uative 
growers, He views with apprehension 
the ruinous effects of opium-smoking 
on the native popalation. It is his 
dearest wish to see China delivered 
from this shamefalcarse. Yet far and 
wide the scarlet scandal blazes over 
the face of the country, and uot one 
poor poppy does the Viceroy daro to 
pall up by the roots, 

Then it cannot be opium, that the 
Government of China dreads. It must 
bo the opium-trade. It must be the 
growth of foreign influence, insepar- 
able from commercial relationships, that 
is the real bugbear in the eyo of the 
Chinese anthorities. Here, at any rate, 
wwe may give them credit for some slight 
sincerity. Hore, at least, they show a 
consistent front. The most enlightened 
of China’s statesmen, those who sce 
most clearly the value of progress aud 

ivilisation, and are most willing to 
make uso of foreign help, are still 
jealous to keep the ational strength 
intact. They will favour every men- 
sure adopted by Chinese merchants 
for getting foreign trade into their own 
hands, and so dispensing with a foreign 
intermediary ; they will do the best 
they can for China, at the expense of 
other uations. We do uot blame them 
for this. England and America have 
no tremendous claims upon the love 
and reverence of China, Let the 
Chinese do the best they can for their 
own country, just as we do the best 
wecan for ours; and success attend 
their efforts. But let them drop the 
traditional hypocrisy of their policy 
with regard to this much vexed opium 
question. Let them first make clean 














the inside of the cup and platter, by 
delivering their own country from the 
shame of the pernicious industry they 
so loudly condemn, and then they will 
be able to come forward and demand 
the exclusion of Indian opiam from 
their coasts with some small appearance 
of reason aud decorum. 








JAPAN, RUSSIA, AND LIUCHIU, 

Tae very fall aud interesting docu. 
meuts, official and other, respecting the 
much-debated Liu-chia Question, which 
appeared in tho N.-0, Herald of the 
10th October, 1879, renders it un. 
necessary that we should recapitulate 
tho pros and cons of the dispute upon 
the present occasion. Since then, 
however, no small amount of misappre- 
heusion has arisen in the public mind, 
partly from hearsay and partly through 
the columns of the press, with regard 
to the subsequent diplomacy of Japan ; 
and as, in a case of this sort, it ie 
andesirablo that any misunderstanding 
should prevail, we propose to lay before 
our readers the true condition of affairs 
at the time of Mr. Shishido’s sudden 
departure from Peking. 

‘Lhis step, on the part of the Japanese 
Minister, has been severely criticised. 
By some it was put down to an ebulli- 
tion of petulance, by others to the 
spirit of “swagger” supposed to bo 
characteristic of Japan, and by othera 
again to an actual desire to precipitate 
hostilities. The most serious charge, 
however, brought against the Envoy 
by irresponsible writers, was that 
of wishing to tako undue advantage 
of the then embarrassed position of 
the Chineso with regard to Kuldja, 
and to force them into making hasty 
and unfair concessions while handi- 
capped thus heavily, Even certain 
high otficers of state memorialised the 
Emperor to the samo effect, represent. 
ing to him that by thus pressing for a 
speedy settlement of the affair Japan 
was playing an underhand and an. 
friendly part, which would give rise to 
justly resentfal feelings in the minds 
of the Chinese people, and imperil the 
future relations of the two countries, 
All these misnppreheusions arose from 
an imperfect knowledge of the actual 
facts of the case. It is true that the 
Jnpanese were anxious, most anxious, 
for the difficulty to be adjusted without 
delay. It is trae that the sudden and 
somewhat startling departure of Mr. 
Shishido from Peking in the depth of 
winter, and bis voluntary undertaking 
of au arduous overland journey that 
Insted nine and twenty days, may have 
been determined upon with that object 
more or less in view. It is true, 
also, that the wish of the Japauese for 
the settlement of the difficulty at that 
particular crisis was connected with the 
embroglio then existing between China 
and the Czar. What then? Does 
it necessarily follow that Japan was 
netuated by motives which the genius 
of her people repudiates as contemptible, 
and unworthy of a civilised and 
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progressive Power? Nothing is further 
from the truth. It was with a view 
to preventing the new entanglements 
which menaced both countries from 
tho side of Russia, that the Japanese 
strove to bring the question to a 
point. At that time a large and 
formidable Russian fleet was being 
massed in the neighbourhood of Viadi- 
wostock and Nagasaki, and the fact 
had got abroad that Russia had re- 
quested the Japanese to place the latter 
harbour at her disposal in the event of 
hostilities breaking out with China, 
This proposal, if it was ever formally 
made, was rejected at once by Japan, 
on the ground that she intended to 
preserve her neutrality intact should 
tho stragglo really come; and then 
came the fear that Russia, to whom a 
convenient naval station in the Pacific 
Ocean would bave been an absolute 
necessity, would take possession of 
the Liu-chiu Islands without asking 
leave of anybody. This of course 
would have placed both China and 
Japan in a far moro serious position 
for, if the question of the Lin-chiu 
Islands had still been undecided, it 
would have been difficult for Japan to 
have made a decided protest, aud the 
simplo question at. issno between her 
and China would havo given place to 
further and still more serious compli- 
cations, 

‘Wo hope and beliove that this plain 
statement of facts will do something to 
clear away any fallacies that may have 
been current with regard to Japanese 
policy during the early part of the year. 
So far from Japan wishing to see 
hostilities between China and Ri 
sho was most anxious that they might 
be averted. Nor is she, we may ven- 
tare to affirm, at all desirous to plange 
into war herself. Her resources are 
at present crippled, and the internal 
condition of the country such as to 
call for the most carefal and undi- 
vided attention on the part of her 
Home Department. No ove is more 
fully alive to these fncta than the 
present advisors of te Crown, except it 
bo the Sovereign himself; and if the 
liberal aud truly patriotic spirit which 
has beon apparent in Japan for the 
Inst fifteen years continues to pervade 
her counsels, aud proves sufficiently 
strong to carry her triumpbautly 
throngh the arduous struggles she has 
yet in store, we shall live to seo her 
‘one of the greatest, as sho is one of 
the oldest, among the nations of the 
world, 

















THE PUBLIC HEALTH. 
Saprewsen is proverbially the unhealth- 
jest and most trying month of the 
year in Shanghai. ‘The weather is 
nearly alwass enpricious and ancertai 
Close, muggy heat alternates with 
sudden whifis of cbill air; a power- 
fal sun “makes white clothes 
sheor necessity, while constant and 
unexpected changes in the temperature 
reuder their ase a dangerous and 

| insidions Inxury. It is uot wonderfal 








that there should be a more than usual 
amount of illness among both foreigners 
and Chinese, and the present senson is 
by no means an exception to the geueral 
rule, 

It would be a mistake, however, to 
take too gloomy a view of the recent 
appearance in our midst of what is, 
aud always has been, a disease endemic 
to Shanghai. That there Lave been 
a few cases of cholera, and cholera of 
a very inalignaut type, is not to be 
denied. But anything like a ‘scare’ 
about it would be entirely uucalled-for. 
In the Girst place, the disease has only 
shown itself among persons whose 
habits and surroundings are such as to 
Iny them pecaliarly open to whatever 
fection there may be floating in the 
air. Secondly, a large proportion 
of the few cases of so-called cholera 
that have occurred were not cholera 
at all, some having been pernicious 
malarious fever and otbers nervous 
depression. ‘Thirdly, cholera in ono 
form or another appears every year 
in Shanghai, among the natives ‘and 
lower-class foreign population, and 
there is no greater danger that it will 
sprend now than there was in former 
seasons. According to the theory uow 
generally accepted among scientific meu, 
the disease is produced from germs, or 
seeds, which are conveyed into the 
system by the medium of certain con- 
ductors; aud it would appear that its 
outbreak in the autumn is more or less 
analogous to the yearly ripening of 
harvests, the same season bringing to 
maturity the seeds of cholera as well 
as the seeds of corn, ‘The principal 
conductors of these cholera-seods, or 
germs, are three: air, water, aud milk, 
As regards the necessity of preserving 
the parity of air at a Ligh standaed, 
it is not incumbent on us to say 
much, Somo ver valuable suggestions 
have been laid before tho Municipal 
Couneil in yenrs past by Dr. Hender- 
son, the Health Officer, among which 
he recommended the mixture of dis- 
infecting fluid with the water used 
iu watering the streets, and the rige 
rons examination of the back premises 
of our houses, occupied by native 
servants, As regards water, the ouly 
method by which perfect safety may 
be eusured is to enforce its being 
thoroughly well boiled before brought 
to table or used in any way for cookery. 
This simple regulation is not carried 
out as it should be; and even those 
who do insist upon it are by no means 
careful to see that the water in which 
salads are washed has been subjected 
to the same important process. The 
very salads themselves are probably 
brought fresh from fields manured in 
the well-known Chinese method, and 
it would be prudent to abstain from 
indulgence in this class of diet alto- 
gether as long as any suspicion of risk 
remains. Milk, again, as we have 
already observed, is only too good a 
conduetor of cholera-germs; and bere 
the insidiousness is greater still. ‘There 
is reason to suppose that no small 












































amount of milk purveyed by some of 
the local Chinese dairies has been 
“toned-up” with water taken from the 
nearest creek, Indeed it is hardly 
necessary that such easily-detected 
adulteration as this should have beon 
practised, for disease to be communi- 
cated. An imperfectly-washed bucket 
will produce the same results. Some 
years ago, there were -two men in 
hospital at Shanghai, suffering from 
different diseases, but both living 
on a milk diet exclusively. Soon they 
both developed choleraic symptoms ; 
and for some time it seemed impossible 
to trace the cause, the milk having 
been purveyed by a dairyman to whose 
carefulness the doctors themselves bore 
witness, It was eventaally discovered 
that the fault lay in the bottles, 
which had contained impure water 
and had nob been properly rinsed. 
It is therefore of the greatest import- 
ance that attention should be paid to 
th purity and freshness of everything 
wo eat or drink, Uncooked fruit aud 
vegetables, for instance, are proverbi- 
ally to be avoided ; @ fortiori, any food 
which shows the slightest signs of 
staleness. Nor should water be too 
recklessly indulged in. We would 
even go so far ns to suggest that, if 
there be any officer in the hierarchy of 
Good ‘Templarism analogous to a Pope, 
Superior, Grand Muster or Dictator- 
General, ho should at once issue a dis- 
pensation to the members of the order, 
temporarily absolving them, on hygienic 
grounds, from their vow to confine 
themselves exclusively to water, Wo 
believe it is most advisable, under 
present circumstances, that all should 
take a certain amount of wine, or eveu 
spirit, for their stomachs’ sake, and 
theic possible future infirmities, 

We are led to offer these remarks 
to ensuro as far as may be the adoption 
of every possible precaution by our 
readers and the public generally, and 
also to draw attention to the fet that, 
given scrupulous observance of all the 
points we bave referred to, there is no 
ground whatover for alarm. Cholera 
is endemic disease in this part of 
‘his none of us can help. Bat 
there is no reason why it should 
become epidemic. On the contrary, 
everything points to an opposite con 
clusion, There has been a distinct 
improvement in the public health, with 
regard to the disease in question, during 
the last twenty years. ‘The last con- 
siderable outbreak of cholera took 
place in 1864, A slight epidemic 
occurred in 1865, nnd a still more 
limited one in 1867. In tho former 
year, there were twenty-two admissions 
at the General Hospital, and thirteen 
deaths; in the latter, fifteen admis- 
sions, of which eleven termivated 
fatally. Since then, there has been no 
epidemic of any kind, thongh isolated 
cases of what is known as simple English 
cholera are still of occasional occurrence. 
A fresh, cool, dry temperature will 
soon purge the settlement of any ten- 
dency there may be to choleraic 
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affections, and we cannot have much 
longer to wait now for this most 
desired change.

‘The Chinese Recorder and Missions

By far the most popular and readable 
paper in the present number of this 
publication is that entitled ‘Sketches of a 
Country Parish’ by that profuse and enter- 
taining writer, the Rev. Arthur Smith, 
‘Tho “country parish” is apparently that 
of Plang-chia Chuang near Téh-chow in 
Shantung, where the Mission Board towhich 
Mr. Smith belongs has recently opened a 
branch establishment. Be Mr. Smith's 
experiences grave or gay, they are always 
capitally told, and we have derived both 
instruction and entertainment from his 
descriptions of character and incident in 
his new parish, One very interesting 
point he brings out is that of the very 
numerous sects which exist in that portion 
of the country, and we only regret that he 
has abstained from giving us an insight 
into their respective creeds. We readily 
forgive him for not attempting a translation 
of the designation FH BLPY, for it would 
be a difficult task to present the phrase in 
any intelligible English form, though the 
firat two characters are common enough in 
works on cosmical philosophy : but we are 
naturally curious to hear about the theories 
held by the school that has adopted so 
mysterious a nomenclature. Another set 
of enquirers are known by the name of 
“Dootrine-Lovers,” and some of these 
people seem to have been so fond of new 
doctrines that they welcomed the mis- 
sionaries with open arms, listened atten- 
tively to their exhortations, aud eventually 
joined the church, Others, however, 
hoaring that to know and see more about 
the new faith it would be advisable to go

THE FRENCH-MAIL PAPERS. 
‘The subject of our relations with Japan 
appears to have been eliciting a good deal 
of interest in England during the past few 
months. The now notorious attack upon 
Sir Harry Parkes published by Mr, E, H, 
House has, at any rate, produced this 
good result ; and the Spectator of this mail 
contains a valuable resumed of our dealings 
with the Japaneso from the time of the 
Mikado's restoration, thirteen years ago, 
down tothe present day. As our readers 
may be aware, the Japanese are and have 
long been anxious for a revision of the 
‘Treaty. In 1871, says the Spectator, the 
Japanese for the first time expressed a 
wish for Treaty-revision, and sent an envoy 
to England with the attainment of this 
end in view. Strangely enough, however, 
it was imposible to get out of him what 
it was he wanted, and he actually went 
back to Japan without leaving Lord Derby 
any the wiser for his visit. In 1878 the 
Japanese again reverted to the subject, 
but no specitic demands were made until 
the end of last year, when certain proposals 
were put forward which are now under 
consideration at the Foreign Office. It is 
hardly necessary to say, adds the Spectator, 
that there is every wish to meet tho 
legitimate demands of Japan in a friendly 
spirit, As far as we aro informed, how- 
ever, these demands have not hitherto 
been made public. ‘Then follows an article 
on ‘The Gospel of Dynamite.’ This 
appears to be a new, and, if we may 
judge from the following extract, formida- 
able creed, ‘The Sunday Democrat—an 
American paper—says, ‘The war for 
Irish Independence is begun.

Many of the statements relative to the 
progress which China has or has not made, 
will hardly be borne out by the facts. 
They have in some cases been made hastily, 
perhaps as the result, tov frequently, of 
disappointment that certain schemes have 








not been entered upon, or have not been 
carried out in accordance with the desire 
or the interest of the party or parties urging 





them. Without either approving or disap- 
proving all that has been done, it is not 
overstepping the mark to say that China 
has had occasion in the past to feel the 
necessity of placing herself, in so far as she 
could, on a military and naval basis more 
nearly corresponding to that occupied by 
western ions. Here then is some ex- 
cuse for the past course. Then again there 
is the sorry fact that China has been the 
victim of a good deal of “sharp practice.” 
When advantage is taken of her necessities 
or ignorance, and extortion is practiced, 
or inferior and imperfect articles are 
foisted upon her; and when there are 
found those who’ are willing to debase 
friendly relations and social intercourse to 
personal and selfish ends, hold positions 
and draw a pay without rendering an 
equivalent, it is not to be wondered at that 
China becomes doubtful of foreign methods 
and motives, and suspicious of the science, 
and apparatus, and progress which are 
urged upon her. 
thas been said that the Viceroy of this 

province is in favour of progress ; only that 
he wished what is done to be in native, not, 
foreizu, hands, He seems to be in favour 
of advaucing in all directions, as rapidly as 
the circumstances of the Government and 
the people will permit with safety. No 

ne ought to find fault with him for wish- 
ing to be slow and sure, rather than rapid 
and insecure, or for the desire to retain the 
controlling and directing power in Chinese 
hands as a rule. It is quite natural that 
he should feel so ; especially if he has any 
reason to feel that China has not always 
been dealt with in an honest and straight- 
forward way. 
There is evidence that the Viceroy has 
the real welfare of his country at heart— 
that he wishes to introduce improvements 
and science in other matters ‘than those 
pertaining to war merely, ‘The dredgors 
which have now been at work for several 
ers on the stream leading from. this to 
ng Fa, may be adduced as proof of 

hese have nothing whatever to do 
with war measures, ‘They have been doing 
good work. In deepening the water- 
courses, transportation is benefitted. ‘To 
the country adjacent there comes in conse- 
quence greater security to crops from 
breakage and overflow of the banks in rainy 
season 

‘As other dredyers are about to be ordered, 
it is safe to say that the benefits resulting 
from the work done by these is clearly 
perceptible. Increased security to crops, 
is increased prosperity and decrease of 
sullering to the people; and this means 
sed revenue to the government, and 
greater purchasing power generally. 

Another indication of the same desire is 
seen in what has been doing for some time 
past at Taku. Last year the ‘construction 
of adry dock was commenced on the river 
a short distance above the forts. This 
has already been of service, Facilities aro 
being provided whereby all manner of 
repairs may be made to vessels needing 
them. A” corps of employés will be 
thoroughly instructed under foreign super- 
mn in all that relates to the construction 
repair of sea-going craft. It is quite 
possible that ere long vessels may be built 
there. 

Beyond this, arrangements aro being 
made for the establishment of a school o} 
mechanism, so that scientific principles and. 
their application will soon be a matter of 
acquisition, as well as the mere manual 
skill of working after a pattern. 

Here then is a decided step in advance 
taken; for the knowledge here acquired 
must extend itselé beyond the one industry 
of ship-building. Thus it becomes the 
forerunner of and prepares the way for 
other schemes equally or more beneficial to 
the people at large.

We have received letters from this port, 
informing us that the minds of the Chinese 
appear to be greatly exercised about certain 
placards that’ have been posted in promi- 
nent places on the walls of the Settlement. 
One of our correspondents encloses a 
specimen of these curious documents. It 
is printed on yellow paper, aud ruus as 
follows — 


‘The Goddess of Meroy {BB fH E5 HE BE 


has desconded upou the spirit-altar to 
announce that during the current year 
there will be a serious epidemic, and that 
eight or nine men out of every ten will 
die, But if anybody distributes one sheet 
containing the formula ‘Most Merciful, 


Most Compassionate’, he will be able to 
keep one person from calamity; if he distri- 
butes ten sheets, his whole family will be 
preserved ; while if he distributes a hun- 
dred, security will be extended to the 
entire district. If he is unable to distri- 
bute this in writing, he may do so by 
word of mouth ; but in the event of his 
meeting people and omitting to do so, he 
will immediately vomit blood and perish. 
Should there be any who refuse to believe 
this, the number of deaths will be very great. 
‘These data have been brouzht from Peking 
by Tuny Ta-jén ; if they contain anything 
false, may his sons become robbers and his 
daughters courtesans ! 

‘On the Ist of the 8th moon [23rd 
eptember] the Plague Spirit will appear 
in the world, If, at cock-crowing, the 
Spirit calls to any one, he must not respond, 
but ery to the Goddess of Mercy, ‘Save 
me from agony, Save mo from distress !? 
and banga brazen gong. If he has nothing 
made of brass, it is imperative that he 
should drink some orpiment wine instead, 
with each repetition of the formula, which 
will have the effect of keeping the Plague 
Spirit at a distance. 
In addition to thi 
scription may be used :—Taka-wood, one 
tael ; ch’ai-hu—a bitterish sudorific, resembl- 
ing gentian—one tael ; and bean-root, five 
mace, ‘This, put into the jars containing 
water for cooking purposes, will prevent 
attack.

Concerning the trouble on board the 
Anna Bertha, it appears that last Friday, 
the 9th inst.. between one and tyro o'clock 
p.m., one of the crew asked the master to 
be dischared from the barque.

man refused. The master then told him he 
would put him in irons, and the man used 
ad language, and told the master to try. 
When the master fetched the irons, the man 
held out his hands, and the master tried to

The ollicers at this time were weizhin 
coal, and the captain called for their assis 
ance, and they came. At the same time the 
whole of the crew ran aft with handspikes 
and knives in their hands, and commenced 
thieatening the master, ‘and rescued the 
delinquent from him, "The captain then 
ordered the crew to go forward ; instead 
of obeying, they rushed upon him, and 
beat him with handspikes and their’ Gsts. 
‘The waster then went and fetched his 
revolver, and ordered the men to go for- 
ward and turn to, or else he would tire 5 
while speaking the crew seized hold of him, 
and tried to take the revolver from 
him.

of the crew caught the master by the arm, 
aud in the struggle the revolver went off, 
shooting the first delinquent through the 
hand. Then the mate, seeing themnasterover- 
powered, fetched a sword for the purpose 
of rescuing him from the crew ; but the 
‘master begged of him uot to kill anyone, 
‘The crew refused to release their hold of the 
captain, and drayyed him down the ship’ 
ladder, into a sampan alongside. While 
dragging him down in an almost insensible 
condition, they took the revolver from him, 
and he has since learned that the revolver 
went off a second time, shooting one 
of the crew through the ley. Pilot 
J. Hoare, who resides near by where 
the barque was movred, was awoke by 
is boy shortly after two o’clock on Friday 
last, and told there was a row on board 
the barque. He went into his verandah, 
and saw some scufiling going on in a 
sampan alonuside the barque. He went 
and fetched his ylasses to have a good look, 
aud then saw about six of the crew, with the 
Captain down on the bottom of the boat; 
they were beating him with handspikes and 
a aword. alsu kicking him ; the master had 
his hands raised, guarding his head ; his 
clothes were torn off by the crew, Suatch- 
ing up his revolver, Pilot, Hore ran dow 
stairs for the purposvof rendering assistance; 
but unfortuiately no sampan was at hand : 
While waiting for a sampan he saw the 
master overboard, and clinging to the boat, 
the Chinese crew beating und kicking 
him, one of the crew having got on his 
back trying to shove him under water, 
Before Pilot Hoare could reach the boat, 
the master had let yo his hold, being 
exhausted, and had sunk twice, before he 
could free himself from the man on his 
back, who was trying to keep him down, 
‘The second time the master came up, he 
seized hold of the yuloh of the sampan, 
and then the crew dragged him into tho 
boat, beating him all the time. Just 
then Pilot Hvare came alongside and 
ordered them to let the master free. ‘They 
refused, and threatened Pilot Hoare if he 
attempted to interfere. Pilot Hoare leaned 
over his sampan, took hold of the captain, 
and with the assistance of his boy had 
nearly pulled the master into his sampan, 
when one of the crew picked up a long 
sword, and was in the act of making a cut 
at Pilot Hoare, when the latter presented 
his revolver at him ; that put an end to his 
ation. ‘The crew seemed fully determined 
Pilot Hoare should not rescue their victim, 
alleging they wanted to take him to the 
Consulate; however, Pilot Hoare eventually 
succeeded and took him to his house. After 
a short consultation among themselves, 
the crew went up river towards the 
Consulate, Tho forgoing statements wore 
taken down by me from the muster 
and Pilot Hoare. There is an inves 
tigation going on at German Consulate. 
The Taotai and Commissioner of Customs 
have both been asked to take a seat in 
Court.

‘The retinue of His 
Excellency will be composed of about 600 
persons cuusisting of expectant. tantais, 
wei yuiins, yamén runners, and his body 
guard of “braves.” ‘The entive journey 
of the Viceroy will take about from three 
to three and a half months. 

‘Messrs. Olyphant & Cn,’s dwelling house 
and ground were sold on ‘Thursday last 
for the sum of $8,830 to Mr. John 
Bathgate, Jr.

HONGKONG. 

From a return made by the Acting 
Superintendent of Victoria Gaol, aud 
published in the Gazette, we note that on 
the Ist instant there were 621 prisoners in 
the gaol, as against 660 on the Ist August.

and algo of the clothes in which it was 
interred. 

Gambling is again very rifo in the city. 
Soveral of the gambling dens have been 
robbed lately, and at tio or three some 
rather severe affrays have taken place. 
‘Twelve shops for the sale of lottery tickets 
have been invaded by the authorities and 
closed. All the inmates managed to escape, 
however. A large number of deadly 
weapons were found on the premises. 

‘A very serious clan fight has lately been 
waged at Saichow, in the Nam-hoi district, 
between the Chew and the U families. 
Two persons have been killed, several more 
severely injured,and a number of buildings, 
belonging to either side torn down and 
destroy. Tho authorities have despatched 
some troops to quell the pugnacity of the 
clans, and teach them the blessings of har- 
mony.—Daily Press Correspondent,

Another German barque has arrived.” 

‘The heavy rain of the afternoon of the 
18th August was accompanied by hail 
stones. It surprised some peoplo that in 
these latitudes such a phenonenon could 
have occurred, The stones were of the 
size of « chick-pea, ‘This is not the first 
time that hailstones have fallen in Manila, 
though it is a long time since such a thing 
was recorded. ‘This occurrence is moro 
frequent in the North of Luzon, but is 
always taken as a rare occurrence, wherever 
it takes place. 

‘The anemometer of the Observatory of 
the Ateneo M al de Manila, which 
was destroyed in the last typhoon, was a 
new and very costly instrument. ‘It had 
only been fixed a few days before being 
destroyed, having arrived by one of the 
latest steamers from Europe. There is not 
at the present moment another instrument 
of its class, as reyards perfection, to sub- 
stitute it.’ The Governor-General paid a 
visit to the Observatory on the morning of 
the 20th August, and informed himself 
minutely of the ‘state of the apparatua, 
ogress of the typhoon, and other ex. 
ven by the Director of the 
establishment, the Rev. P. Faur: 

‘The British barque Roodee, which since 
August 1875 has been lying sunken in the 
Bay in consequence of a fire on board, to 
check the progress of which a hole tas 
made in her hull by firing a gan, lost ono 
of her masts in the earthquake of July 
1880, and now, in the typhoon of the 19th 
‘August, 1881, has lost another. There is 
now ouly one remaining, and it is most 
probable this will also be lost, as being of 
iron, as we supposed it to be, will be worn 
out by the action of the salt water, and 
the waves will bring it down in the same 
way as the others. When this last is 
broken away, the hull will be left unde 
neath, and though the ocean-goi 
will scarcely yo there in con 
shallow water, some of the coastiny crafts 
may run against it and sustain damage, 
Endearoure should be mado to remove this 
obstruction from the Bay, which although

All efforts to move her how- 
over proved tnavailiny, and the officers had 
to content themseives with transferring 
the remainder of the cargo, more or less 
damaged by seawater, to the shore, and 
hiring a large gany of men to take out her 
machinery. On May 28th and June 6th 
respectively two of the Company's steamer 
arrived from Shanghai with 200 Chineso 
and foreign workmen on board. These 
soon succeeded in removing the engines 
and set to work to repair the bottom of 
the vessel in the hope of floating her. 
‘Their lubours progressed satisfactorily and 
were on the point of succeeding, when a 
violent gale came on and undid all that 
had been accomplished. The vessel became 
acomplete wreck and was disposed of, as 
she lay, toa foreigner. The damaged rice 
and uther cargo was conveyed back to

competition that no fewer than 44 of the 
essays wore written by substitutes. 
Memorialist fears that the abuses in 
question aro by no means confined to 
‘Manchu examinations or to examinations 
hold at Peking. His own family has 
resided at Moukden for many generations, 
and the nature of the competitions held 
there is but too familiar to him, Candidates 
that enter the Hall in person are quite the 
exception : hired substitutes are the rule. 
‘Oue of these latter is enabled through long 
practice to write essays for several competi- 
tors. Of the few who actually enter the 
Hall, a certain proportion bribe the under- 
Tinga to allow essays prepared outside to 
































be passed in to them. Honest competitors 
stand no chance against the hired experts 
of essay writing. True, there is a regula- 
tion obliging successful graduates to write 
fan essay in the presence of the Senior 
Examiner, which, if they succeed in 
Gnishing within the prescribed time, and 
if the handwriting agrees with ‘their 
previous productions, entitles them to 
receive their certificate. At present not 
three men in ten are equal to this 
ordeal, and the examiners, through 
favouritism or fear, have dispensed with 
the test altogether. A former Military 
Governor of Moukden, Tuhsinga, incurred 
much odium for insisting on the test and 
refusing their certificates to alarge number 
of dishonest competitors. Memorialist 
concludes by praying that whatever regula- 
tions for the prevention of such abuses are 
decided on in the case of Peking competi- 
tions, may be held equally to apply to

over charge at Jehol, he inherited from his 
predecessor a stock of 483 unfinished cases 
of all which had been entered for hearing 
previous to August 1878. It was decided, 
after application to the Throne, that a 
Proportion of these should be cleared off 
simultaneously with disputes of more 
recent standing, whilst for the hearing of 
those that were more than usnally com- 
plicated, a separate Court was instituted, 
presided over by atcei-yiian.

Added 
to this, the principal parties to them 
have in many cases disappeared ; men 
have emigrated and women have married, 
and those perhaps whose evidence would 
be most important to obtain have good 
reasons for keeping in the backgronud 
Mongols too are implicated, and these 
from their method of life are most difficult 
to subpoena.

SHANGHAI SHIPWRECKED AND DISTRESSED 
MARINERS’ SOCIETY. 


A meeting of the Prot ial Committee 
of the above Society was held at Messrs. 
Gibb, Livingston and Co.'s offices on the 
Int iustant, at 4.30 p.m, Present :—Messrs, 
Alex. McLeod (Chairman), James H. Hart, 
Horbert S. Morris, and W. Handyside Tapp 
(Hon. Sec. and ‘Dreasurer.) 

Mr. Tarp informed the Committee that 
ho had taken steps to ascertain, by writing 
to the German Vice-Consul, whether any 
of the officers or crew on board the vessels 
belonging to his nationality, which had put 
i port, in consequence of damayes 
received in the late typhoon required aid. 
He read the reply he had received from 
that gentleman stating that no application 
had at present been made to him by any of 
the crews of these vessels, and thanking the 
Committee most heartily for the-offers they 
had made for the relief of his distressed 
countrymen. 

Mr. ‘Tarr also stated that the Chinese 
crew of the British barque Omega, who 
had lost all their clothing, had been sup- 
plied by the agents Messrs. Morris & Co., 
with au outfit. ‘The Europeans on board 
had been to his office, aud lie supplied them 
with clothing out of the stock on hand, 
which has in consequence become very 
small, He said the captain of this vessel 
had informed him that a Chinese sailor 
named Achi had been washed overbvard 
and drowned during the typhoon, leaving 
a widow and family utterly destitute at 
Chefoo. He would suggest that the sum of 
$30 be granted to the relatives. 

Mr. Morzis proposed that the sum of 
thirty dollars out of the funds in hand be 

ted to the family of the deceased at 
Ghefoo and paid to them through the Con- 
sul at that port. 

‘Mr. McLzop seconded the motion, and 
said he thought the case was certainly one 
which the Committee should take steps to 
relieve. The motion was carried unani-

The remittauco 
in question amounted to the sum of 
£450, and formed the greater portion of a 
fund raised on the spot for the sufferers 
by the fatal collision between the British 
barqne Chinaman and the steam-ship 
Craiglands, which occurred near the port 
of Shanghai, in the month of January.” 

After some conversation, it was decided 
to ask Messrs. Gultzow, Paterson, and 
Forbes to join the Committee, and on 
obtaining their consent, the Shanghai 
Shipwrecked and Distressed Mariners’ 
Society would become a permanent Charit- 
able Institution. ‘The consent of these 
gentlemen to act on the Committee having 
since been obiained, tho Institution has 
been made permanent.

and the other returning after dinner. 
Although the notice given was very 
short, six boats, namely, the Undine, 
Coquette, Fairy,’ Arrow,’ Ariadne, and 
HLALS.’ Pinafore, started punctually at 
the time fixed (by the bye, the only appoint- 
ments that are kept pnnetually in Shanghai 
seem to be those made by this Club.) 

The Pinafore, Undine and Coquette were 
first to cross the line, well together, and 
followed closely by the Fairy, and after a 
short interval by the Arrow and Ariadne. 
All the boats carried whole mainsails, and 
all except the Arrow had also working jibs, 
It was a dead beat down the Hongkew 
Reach, and after two boards the Coquette 
secured the weather berth ; Pinafore, sail 
much better than of late, being seco: 
Undine, rather sluggish for want of wi 
enough’ to wake up so big a boat, thi 
and the Arrow, seeming to feel the want 
of head sail, soon got last. 

Abreast the Point House, the boats 
eased off sheets for the run down the Junk 
Channel, and the Arrow set a small jib. 
When the yachts reached the Middle 
Ground, the moon enlivened the muddy 
waters of the Huang-pu, and the whole 
fivet came into view very much in the 
same position as we left them as abore. 
A boiling tide and the wind nearly 
dead aft took them rapidly to the finish 
at the French godowns, whero the 
first to round-to and anchor was the 
Coquette, winning the “pewter” easily ; 
the H.ALS. Pinafore apparently second, 
the Fairy and Ariadue close together next, 
then the Undine, and the Arrow last. A 
very enjoyable spell of three hours wasspent 
at anchor at Woosung ; and at 11 o'clock, 
on the signal to start being given, the fleet 
was quickly under-way on the homeward 
journey on a strong flood tide and with a 
light ead wind, making ita long leg and 
ashore one up the Juuk Channel. © The 
Coquette soon marched to the front, followed 
closing by the Pinafore; then the Arrow 
and Fairy close together, the latter holding 
an excellent wind and eventually giving 
the former a wholesome weather bower. 

Nearing Half-way Point, the Coquette 
seemed to lose the wind and was rapidly 
overhauled by the Pinafore, the Fairy and 
Arrow also closing up a little. All laid 
through the Upper Middle Channel, and 
when abreast of Collyer’s Duck set balloon 
jibs for the ran home with a free wind 
which was falling lighter every minute— 
Fairy gradually gaining on the leaders, 
and passing the Coquette off Yang-tsze-poo 
































into second place to the Pinafore, who camo 
in first and so won the second race of the 
evening.

‘THE TELEPHONE SERVICE. 
To the Editor of the 
Noxru-Curxa Herat. 


Siz,—A word in Mr. Bohr’s application 
for leave to be given to the Great Northern 


Company to construct telephonic com- | 





Mr. Bohr asks for a “concession.” If 
Mr. Bohr uses the word in its generally 
accepted sense, he asks, virtually, for an 
exclusive right or monopoly, If Mr, 
Bohr’s Company does want an exclu 
right, which will bar all other companies 
or applicants now and during a term of 
20 years, he had better say so plainly, as 
the Council before making such a grant 
will do well to let the community consider 
the application, and discuss it carefully, 

But if Mr. Bohr wants simple leave with. 
out any right of sole enjoyment, his 
application shall state this clearly, so that 
any competitors who wish hereafter to 
make telephone lines in Shanghai may do 
30, on equal terms. 

Further, the Council will do well not 
only to avoid all appearances of favouring 
monopoly, but should take care of pul 
interests. If a Company wants a simpl 
ight to carry on the business of telephony, 
it may, with perfect propriety, be required 
to submit for approval or revision a tariff 
of charges, the terms of subscription, etc., 
etc. Besides this, the Council should retain 
the right of cancelling the license, should 
future circumstances render such’ a step 
advisable. 

I contend, however, that the telephon; 
of the Shanghai settlements shoul 
be owned and operated by the Munici- 
palities. Tho Councils, both French 
and English, should own tho lines and 
work them, for the public, by a special 
staff. As it appears likely that a now 
telegraphic system will soon be given to 
us, it will be inconvenient to have the 
intercommunication of tho settlement in 
the hands of either one Company or the 
other. ‘The telephonic lines should be in 
neutral, that is Municipal, hands. 

Laddress you on public grounds, having 
no intention to reflect in any way on Mr. 
Bohr or the Company he represents. I 
hope he will be able to say clearly what he 
really means by the word concession.”

Dudyeon has been kind enough 
to point out “a few of the absurd doctrines 
set forth” in my letter which appeared in 
your journal of the 13th ultimo; but I

nor the inclination to controvert many of 
the statements made therein.” In answor 
to Dr. Dudgeon’s letter, I shall, with your 
permission, say only a few words, Granted 
that opium was not known in China 
“before Europeans appeared on the coast 
with the Indian drug;” but then, what 
bearing, I should like to know, has that on 
the question of opium-smoking? It is all 
the same whether or not the drug was

tion is, uow that the Chinese have got so 
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much used to opium, can a stop be put to 
the habit? Have they not gone too far to 
be able to renounce the habit without 
impairing their health by doing s0? Again, 
let us suppose that India were to discon- 
tinue exporting her drug to China; will 
the Chinese drug not be more than 
sufficient for their consumption? Hence, 
whether or not India exports opium to 
China, the Chinese will have opium to 
smoke, so what is the use of saying that to 
deal in opium is to be “ instrumental in 
inflicting an awful ruin”? My object is 
not to dispute the origin of Chinese opium, 
but simply to know whether the object of 
the anti-opiumists could be gained should 
Indian opium be altogether prevented from 
‘coming to China; in other words, whether 
the Chinese could abandon the habit of 
opium-smoking should they not have any 
foreign drug. From the annual increase of 
the native drug as well as the frequent 
increase of tax on the Indian drug, both in 
Tndia and in China, we cannot but see that 
before very long China will not look to 
India for opium, and therefore accordiny 
to my idea it is extremely foolish to-talk uf 
the immorality of the trade when we are 
perfectly certain that the Chinese ean very 
well do without Indian opium. Since, 
however, Dr. Dudgeon hopes shortly to lay 
the results of his investigations before the 
public, I shall not say any more on the 
Subject, but shall only wait patiently 
until he favours us with his valuable 
opinion. Perl he will be the means 
of saving the British Government from per- 
dition which it 80 richly deserves for the 
unpardonable sin it is committing in allow- 
ing India to export opium to China. He 
must not, however, be disheartened by the 
fact that many before him have attempted 
ano task, and failed. 

A little reflec ” your correspondent 
says, “on his [Junius’s} part, a Ii 
yersation with any respectable Chi 
a little more extended observation of the 
country than is to be gained inside the 
foreign settlement in Shanghai, would have 
dissipated these crude observations of his.”” 
Jf Dr. Dudgeon thinks he is the only per- 
gon in China who has taken the trouble of 
a little ion” anent the opium qu 
tion, I must say ho is completely mistaken; 
for my part I shall not undeceive him on 
that point, but shall allow him to think as he 
pleases, Avain he says “on these and other 
points he {meaning me] lays himself bare 
toa deadly ouslaught from any antagonist 
who does not care to have a foeman worthy: 
of his steel.” ‘This indeed is rather bold 
, yet I must confess I am greatly 
by this brave and haughty knight 
for making a thrust at one who is so 
unworthy of his steel. 

Tam quite at loss to find out which 
firm your correspondent means when he 
says that “a partner in one of the largest 
opium houses in Shanghai retired shortly 
after joininy it, because he felt it was not 
the piace which a Christian man ought to 
occupy.” Tam not aware of any Christian 
firm in Shanghai that trades or ever used 
to trade largely in opium, so I cannot 
exactly understand or appreciate the motive 
of the said partner retiring from the firm 
alluded to by Dr. Dudgeon. 

With reference to Dr. Dudgeon’s con- 
cluding remark that ‘if the writers of such 
articles [referring to my letter] would 
exhibit their real names and not their

FROM KIOTO TO YOKOHAMA OVERLAND. 

On my arrival at Nagasaki, I called 
on the British Consul, Mr. ‘Troup, to 
ask him to telegraph to the Legation at 
Tokio for a passpdrt to enable me to go 
overland from Kioto to Yokohama via 
the Tokaido, Thé arduous duties which 
are imposed on this official prevented his 
seeing us for an hour, but at the end of 
that time he was able to give us his 
attention, and accede to our request. 
Matters move more quickly evidently at 
the Legation, for on arriving at Kobé I 
found the passport awaiting me, aud 
armed with it, went on to Kioto where 
we arrived on the 29th June. It became 
a grave question whether to go overland 
or not. [ could not possibly leave Kioto 
until Ist July, and the of Tokio 
was fixed to leave Yokohama on the 9th, 
at daylight. Thad therefore only eight 
days, of which the journey under favour- 
able circumstances would take seven, 
leaving me only one day in Yokohama. 
On the other hand it “seemed a good 
opportunity to see something of the 
interior of Japan, and pnt myself on a 
level with the travelled people who 
despise the mere visitors to the open 
ports, and declare that nobody has a 
right to speak of Japan and its people 
unless he has surveyed the interior from 
a jivricksha. I had no guide, for the 
well-known Yajimi, who accompanied us 
from Kobé, had to remain with the rest 
of our party, and my knowledge of! 
Japanese is limited to five words, How- 


























ever, on the 30th June, I noticed on one 


of the excellent maps that illustrate 
Satow’s invaluable handbook that the 
Tokaido passed round the skirts of Fuji, 
and through Hakoné, and this decided 
me to go. I had been warned that it 
was absurd, any way, to go by the 
‘Tokaido, as it runs along the seashore 
through an utterly uninteresting country; 
but my determination once made, I 
stuck to it. Yajima undertook the 
necessary preparations, and made the 
contract with the jinricksha men, and I 
determined to start on the morning of 
the Ist July. 

On the moming of departure it poured 
with rain, aud the appearance of the 
valley of Kioto and surrounding hills 
from O-yami’s lovely hotel at Maruyama 

as anything but inspiriting. © But 
ima assured me that he had made 
all the preparations, including food and, 
most necessary, a pair of sheets, He 
had engayed two jinrickshas, each with 
two men; and at half-past nine I started. 
The head jinricksha-man, Matsu by 
name, could speak a little English, and 
his lieutenant, Chioubé, could cook a 
little. Matsu’was wheeler to my jinvick- 
sha, and Chioubé was leader. The 
former was a strongly built young fellow 
with a very low forehead, but apparently 
willing and honest. Chioubé was an 
older mau, thin and nervous-looking; 
but guaranteed able to last the distance. 
‘The two men who went as wheeler and 
eader in the bageage-ricksha were strong 
good-natured looking fellows ; they were 
not thought worthy of names at the 
start, but I discovered afterwards that 
they were respectively called Katsu and 
Kamikichi. T had far too much baggage ; 
for not having made up my mind when 
Tleft Kol hat my course would be, 
I had only sent on direct from there one 
trunk, and [was consequently burdened 
with enough to fill a double jinricksha, 
and this was a great hindrance to rapid 
travelling. The rain in the morning I 

1 would stop me altogether, but 
Yajima assured me that it made no 
difference, and fortunately at half-past 
nine, just as [ started, it ceased. My 
start was not very exhilarating, for I 
was leaving friends to whom [had grown 
much attached, and whom [ should very 
probably never see again, to undertake a 
solitary journey of seven days, in which 
I should not be able to converse with a 
fellow-creature, and should very likely 
after all miss the San Francisco steamer. 

Our first stopping-place was Otsu on 
Lake Biwa, a distance of 74 miles. The 
road runs over the hill at the back of 
Maruyama, and is exceedingly pretty. It 
is an excellent road and I felt the 
nese had a right to be proud of the 
idv. It is cut through the crests 
of the hills, and is everywhere lined 
with trees and foliage in profusion. 
At eleven we reached Otsu, and went 
down to the edge of the Lake to await 
the departure of the steamer that 
was to take us across. She was a 
little paddle-steamer of about ten tons, 
manned entirely by Japanese, and built 
on the model of the toy steamers that 
one buys with clockwork inside them, 
The engine was an old steam-winch 
converted. We started at noon, and in 
forty minutes arrived at Kusatsu, on the 
other side of the Lake. From this our 
way was by a wretcbedly bad road 
through paddy fields for about half an 
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hour, and at half-past one we rejoined 
the Tokaido at a place called Satz. Ata 
quarter to three we struck the Yokoto- 
gawa, the rond running between the 
river on the left, and the foothills on the 
right. We passed here a hill called 
Omi-piji, which Matsu assured me was 
very celebrated, but: I had no guide-book 
with me, and Matsu’s knowledge of 
English was so painfully limited that I 
could get uo details out of him. At five 
minutes to three we stopped at Ishibé 
for tiffin, the coolies taking a forty 
minutes’ rest. We went on through 
uninteresting deserted villages, the whole 
population being apparently away in the 
paddy fields, passed through a small 
town called Hagawa, where I noticed a 
handsome curio-shop, and a little before 
five reached the Yokoto-gawa again. 
Just before coming to the bridge over 
this river, we passed a large stone pillar 
with three monkeys sculptured in more 
than life-size, on the top of it. They are 
pressing their hands respectively (1 
quote from Satow ) on eyes, mouth, and 
ears, to indicate that they will neither 
see, say nor hear anything evil. At 5.20 
we passed through Minakuehi, with shops 
devoted to straw things, and the ruins of 
daimio's castle. At six we stopped at a 
village called Imara-satumura for the 
coolies to dine, At seven we crossed the 
Yasigawakami, the rain recommencing, 
and at 7.30 arrived at Huchiyama in the 
rain. After a deal of trouble with the 
aid of the police I got into a wretched 
one-roomed tea-house, where I dined 
and slept, the latter most abominably : 
hard mats, fleas, and the most venomous 
mosquitoes keeping me awake the greater 
part of the night. 

On 2nd July [ turned out at five, and 
found it pouring. During breakfast I 
almost made up my mind to go back to 
Kioto; but when we were ready to start 
at six, the rain stopped, and I kept on 
eastward, The road was magnificent, cut 
through a pine-wood with large old trees. 
At 6.10 we crossed the Saki-yama, the 
road winding through innumerable hills 
and gradually rising, so that I had to 
walk the greater part of the way. At 
7.10 we found ourselves at the top of 
the Suzaka-yama, which we descended 
by a zigzag road, so steep that the 
jinrickshas had to be let down backwards, 
the descent occupying nearly an hour. 
I was amply repaid by the beauty of the 
pass and the scenery for my determina- 
tion to keep on. We went on along a 
winding downward road with a mountain 
torrent on one side, leaving the Fudesti 
mountain on our left, and at 8.25 reached 
level country at a place called Seki. 
At a quarter-past nine we arrived at 
Kame-yama and waited for half-an-hour 
while the coolies had a second breakfast. 
At half-past ten we crossed the Ishami- 
gawa by a long bridge, the country being 
fiat and uninteresting, and the Villages 
dirty and lifeless. At 1.15 we passed 
through Ishi-yakashi, with a large ap- 
parently deserted temple, dedicated to a 
god who, like the celebrated pills, is 
very good against earthquakes. Half- 
an-hour afterwards we reached Unchmi, 
and had to make another steep descent 
into the valle; At one o'clock we 
reached Yo , a large town with a 
harbour in which several steamers were 
at anchor, and from here we took steam 
in a Mitau Bishi steamer, about as large 
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as a small towboat, to a town called 

Miya, where we arrived at a little after 

five. The jinrickshas were reconstructed, 

and the baggage repacked, und at half. 

past five we were once more underway.

‘THE LATE TYPHOON. 
The news of wrecks and loss of life in 
the typhoon of the 26th ult., still come to 
hand by every mail from the coast ports. 
We have already reported the loss of the 
Danish barque Flensborg, and now give the 
following additional particulars from Amoy 
and Hongkong papers:—Captain Light- 
wood, of the steamer Albay, was informed 
on the morning of Monday, the 29th Aug., 
that the Danish barque Flensborg, Captain 
Lantrup, had been wrecked on Saturday, 
the 27th idem, on Table Island, oue of the 
Pescadores, about 9 p.m. The Albay and 
the Chinese gunboat Fei Yuen went imme- 
diately to her assistance and found the 
crew already landed with their effects. 
‘They rendered what assistance they could 
and the Chinese gunboat took Captain 
Lautrup and: the crew of the Flensborg on 
to Amoy. ‘The Flensbory was completely 
broken up aud the cargo was being washed 
off the sides, A notification has been pub- 
lished by. Captain Lautrup tendering his 
hearty thanks to Gaptain Lightwood and 
the Commander of the Fei Yuen for the 
suceour afforded by them. 
‘The Amoy Gazette has the following from 
a correspondent at Tamsui :—T'wa-tu-tia, 
the place where the foreign residents reside, 
was flooded and not less than 300 persons 
[natives] perished. A great quantity of 
teas ready for shipment were damaged by 
the flood, also the plants in the interior 
were washed away but to what extent it is 
known yet. ‘The 8.8. Fukien which was 
in the port at the time, besides being 
moored to the buoy, had her anchors down, 
She was compelled to steam full speed 
ahead against the freshets, but could not 
hold and consequently dragged both buoy 
and anchors, She was afterwards beached 
at 4.30 p.m, without damage. A nunber 
of minor damages occurred to roofs of 
houses, trees, &e.—A meteorological table 
appended to above report shows the lowest 
reading of the barometer as 28.99 from 5 
to7 p.m. on the 26th ult. ; the wind was 
then E.N.E. and its greatest violence was 
from 3 to p.m., when its force was “11 
to 12” and 10'to 11.” Remarks added 
to the tuble state that two junks broke 
loose and were driven out to sea, and the 
villagers afterwards reported that both were 
capsized on the bar, with a loss of 21 lives. 
spondent of China Mail, 
writing from Auping (Taiwanfvo) says -— 
Ou Friday, the 26th, we were visited by 
as severe a typhoon as has been witnessed 
here for many years. ‘the sea came right 
in, washing over the bund aud submerging 
the settlement of Anping to a depth of 
three feet: completely covering the plain 
which extends from this latter place to 
‘Yaiwanfoo, rendering access to the city 
only possible by boat. ‘The lowest reading 
here was recorded at noon, when the 
barometer registered 28.94. As to damage 
done: there seems to be comparatively 
little in Anping itself, notwithstanding the 
inundation, but judging by the amount of 
wreckage washed in over the bar, and, worse 
to narrate, the number of dead bodies seen, 
the loss of property and life towards the 
north must have been lamentably great. 
‘The people say that several villaes lying 
on the seaboard to the north have been 
destroyed, andat least 100 persons drowned. 
‘The bar has been much changed, anew and 
deep chaimel opened to the south con- 
taining 7 feet at high-water ; the sea has 
also broken through the uorthern side of 
the bay or creek in three places, making as 
many new communications with the roads 
beyoud; but whether the rapidly silting 
sand may not soon reduce things to their 



























































former condition is at present subject for 
surmies. 

In Takow tho lowest reading of the 
barometer was 28.98 at 8 a.m, of the 26th, 
with wind from N.E. ‘The chiof damage 
done on shore was to the Commissioner's 
house and garden; but altogether the 
mischief caused by’ this terrific blow is 
remarkably trifling. Just before the wind 
came down several junks managed to rush 
into the harbour; but one unfortunate, 
Arawing too much water, had to run just 
to the bar and anchor; she afterwards was 
driven ashore and broken up, happily only 
two men were reported lost, About half 
way down, the sea has ent a deep channel 
for itself ‘across the long sandspit which 
forms the southern boundary of the La- 
goon, thus making tat portion of the spit 
called Kiao with Saracen’s Head an Island, 
and giving another inlet to the harbour, 
Whether this channel may eventually 
be of any uso, or whether its exist- 
ence will act beneficially or otherwise on 
the navigable condition of the Lagoon, it 
is at present impossible to sa 














THE TYPHOON AT FoocHOW, 

The following particulars of loss of life 
and damage to property at Foochow, dur- 
ing the typhoon of the 26th 
given in the Foochow Heral 
river, no less than eleven cargo-boats ladon 
with rice, peas, beaus or bean-cake, be- 
longing to Chivese, wero cither amashed 
or capsized, and sunk in the river; cargo- 
boat No. 27 belonging to Messrs, Hedgo 
& Co. was dashed against the small bridge 
and sunk; one boat of tea belonging to 
Messrs. Gilman & Co. sunk with’ entire 
cargos a lot of toa in Messrs, Hedgo & Co. 
boat No, 14 damaged ; a number of the up 
country house-boats were damaged severe- 
ly ; bedides a number of smaller craft, On 
shore, there was hardly a hong or a 
residence which did not suffer more or less 
damage. Tho immense banyan trees in 
premises of Messrs, Jardine, Matheson 
& Co. were completely destroyed ; the roofs 
of Messrs, Butterfield & Swire's and of 
Westall, Galton & Co.'s honys partly blown 
off; the offices of Messrs, Forster & Co, 
soverely delapidated ; Messrs, Birley and 
Co, hd their tea windows severely damaged, 
and those of Messrs. Newman and Co, word 
blown completely down. ‘The roof of tho 
United States Consulate is next to a com- 
plete wreck, one being able to sit in the 
bedroom and see the new comet ; at the Ico 
House there is hardly a room which has 
not suffered more or less and the roof at 
the N. W. corner is blown away; the troos 
and fencing of the Canton Club were cot 
pletely annihilated ; Olyphant’s house, and 
the residences of Messrs, Gilman, Dermor, 
Fry, and the old promises of the Hongkon, 
and’ Shanghai Bank have all suffere 
severely from the effects of the typhoon, 
the new pavilion on the Race Course was 
completely destroyed and the Recreation 
Ground itself was completely flooded ; the 
new building for Messrs. E, D. Sassoon and 
Co., in the course of completion, was half 
blown down ; several of the Russian hongs 
were badly damaged, and a lot of the foreign 
property belonging to Mr. Kaw Hong Tako 
also suffered more or less. ‘The force of 
the wind and waves was such as to destroy 
the foreshore and bund at Messrs, Jardine, 
Matheson & Co.'s, and at the upper Custom 
House shed, as well as a portion of tho 
bridgo botween tho sottlement and suburbs. 

A large fire wall was blown down and 
killed a native woman and child; two sedan 
chairs with their ocoupants and bearers 
were blown from the small stone bridge 
and all were drowned; a native house was 
blown down, and three occupants were 
buried alive, while it is said that over 
eighty people were drowned through the 
capsizing of craft on the river; two men 
were killed by falling trees ; and five occ 
pants of one boat were all killed through 
the falling of a portion of the stone bridge 
which struck and sunk a saimpan, 
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‘Three German sailors belonging to the 
German bark Caroline Behn were drowned 
through the capsizing of their boat, 
the circumstances of the sad affair being 
as follows :—The Caroline Behn, feom 
the force of the elements, drifted a 
Jong way from her moorings aud finally 
lost one of her anchors. ‘The captain, 
thinking it his duty to report the matter, 
and to seek assistance as well, had his gig 
manned with the second mate aud three 
sailors, the captain himself taking the 
tiller. The boat reached the Custom House 
all safe, but on her return to the vessel 
and when about 300 yards from the Cus: 
toms, right in the ‘midst of a stron: 
eddying current, a large sea struck the 

















boat on her broad side, giving it such a, 


lurch as to sond all its ocoupants to lee- 
ward, and, before the mon could regain 





their former positions, another sea struck ; 
the boat and entirely capsized her, throwing |

was observed. ‘The three sailors, however, 
were not so fortunate, as, notwithstanding 
they could all swim, the force of the 
current and “chow chow” water was so 


great that they were carried under the ! 


water before assistance could arrive. ‘The 
Captain (Capt. Schmidt) wasinsensible when 
taken in the boat, aud upon learning of 
the disaster which had befallen his men 
seemed very much “out up” about it, as 
the men who were drowned had been with 












him for over seven years aud had been | 


looked upon by him more as his children 
than as sailors belonging to his ship.—The 
Herald of a later date reports that the 
bodies of the three sailors were recovered 
by Chinese fishermen on Spiteful Island, 
and were buried by the mandari 

village at their own expense, and they 
moreover refused to take auy payment 
therefor.

PROPOSED OBSERVATORY FOR HONGKONG. 

The Hongkong Government Gazette of 
the 3rd instant, contains a report by Major 
Palmer. R.E.,on the proposedestablishment 
of an Observatory in Hongkong, the three 
chief objects of which are ‘to determine 
the Local Time by astronomical observa- 
tions, and drop a Time-Ball daily; to 
obtain series of Meteorological observations 
with instruments of the best kinds, and to 
acquire information relating to the Ty- 
phoons and Monsoons of the China seas ; 
to obtain series of observations in Terres- 
trial Magnetism, also with the best modern 
apparatus.”

‘The exhaustive report deals with each 
subject separately and in detail. As to 
the system proposed for determining local 
time, we make the following extracts 

“Phe main purpose in dropping a time- 
ball is to enable the masters of the numer- 
ous sea-going vessels which come to Hong- 
Kong to ascertain the errors and rates of 
their standard time-keepers without having 
recourse, as at present, to the practice of 
sending their chronometers ashore to be 
rated by the local watchmakers. Though 
this latter expedient is well known to be 
both clumsy and unsafe, yet, 
provided with a tirse-ball, it'is practically 
the only one available to masters of mer- 
chant vessels, few of whom have the know- 
ledge or leisure for the somewhat trouble- 
some alternative of taking their own time-

In short, the working of the establishment 
ought to be made worthy of the grave 
interests involved, and of the requirements 
of one of the busiest shipping ports in the 
world.”

THE HOUSE OF COMMONS AND Lt HUNG- 
CHANG’S LETTER. 

On the 1st August, the remarkable epistle 
of HE. Li Hung-chang to the Anglo- 
Oriental Society for the Suppression of the 
Opium ‘Traffic, was thus brought to the 
notice of the House of Commons :—Sir W, 
Lawson asked the Secretary of State for 
Jndia, in the House of Commons, whether 
his attention had been called to a letter 
from the Chinese Grand Secretary Li in 
the Times of 29th July, stating “That the 
single aim of ‘his Government in taxing 
opium is to repress the trallic; never the 
desire to gain revenue from such a sources” 
and whether the Indian Government was 
steps thoroughly to review our 
position with regard to the opium revenue 
according to the promise of the noble Lord 
the Secretary of State for India. 

‘The Marquis of Hartington said he had 
seen the letter from the Chinese Grand 
Secretary Li in the Times referred to in 
the question of his hon. friend, and ho 
must say that a great many statements and 
arguments in that letter appeared to him 
to be open toa great deal of question, It 
was, of course, quite impossible for him to 
attempt to reply to those statements in the 
course of an answer to a question, and ho 
did not think his hon, friend would desire 
him to do so. In reply to the latter part of 
the question, he had to state that a despatch 
had been sent to the Government of India 
on the subject of tho opium revenue, which, 
he thought, contained all the instructions 
which were necessary in support of the 
statement he had made and which was re- 
ferred to in the question, (Hear, hear.) 























REVISION OF TREATIES WITH JAPAN, 

In the House of Commons on August 
4th, Sir E. Reed asked the Under-Secretary 
for Foreign Affairs whether the Govern 
ment would lay upon the table of the House 
the correspondence which had taken place 
with the Government of Japan respecting 
the application of the laws of Japan to 








foreigners; the trade in opium, and the 
closing of the foreign post-oflices; if he 
would state the present position of the 


question of treaty revision; and whon 
the papers upon this subject would be 
presented to Parliament, 
Sir C. Dilke, in reply, said—The question 
of the application ‘of the laws of Japan to 
::ners is dealt with incidentally in the 
rl correspondence relating to treaty 
The importation of opium into 
Japan is prohibited by treaty ; but a ques- 
tion has arisen with reference to the supply 
of opium for medicinal purposes to the 
foreign community, it is proposed to 
discuss this question in the course of the 
negotiations. ‘The foreign post-ollices were 
closed by agreementin 1879, and there will bo 
no objection to lay the papers relating to 
this subject on the table, together with the 
jeneral correspondence, when the nogotia- 
tions are concluded. ‘At the request of 
the Japanese Government it has been 
asreed that the negotiatious fur the treaty 
revision shall take place in Japan, and Her 
Majesty's Government are at the present 
miomient in communication on the subject 
with the other Treaty Powers, and with the 
Chambersof Commerce in this country, and 
the principal firms interested in the trade 
with Japan, Her Majesty's Government 
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has signified their willingness to proceed 
with the negotiations on the basis of 
Article 22 of the Treaty of 1858, under 
hich notice of revision was given by the 
Japanese Government, and which provid 
that either party may demand a revisi 
of that treaty, with a view to the insertion 
therein of such amendments as experience 
shall prove to be desirable. It is not 
possible at present to state how soon the 
papers on the subject may be presented to 
Parliament. 

‘The Stanidard, writingon thesubjectof the 
Revision of the Japanese Treaties, says :-— 
Of course, the Japanese have not only a 
moral right, but they have also every legal 
claim, to ask for a revision of such clauses 
of the Treaty as can be shown to press 
unduly upon them. So far, indeed, as 
they show a desire to devote the surplus 
of their revenue, present or prospective, to 
the removal of their financial difficulties, 
they have claims to our sympathy as well 
as jo our senso of Jatin,” They have 
unfortunately, done little as yet to meri 
our confidence orgoodwillon these grounds. 
Their most pressing embarrassement is one 
mainly of their own creation. In the in- 
terests of Japan, quito as much as in those 
of our commercial community out there, 
we may expect that there will be no im- 
rudent yielding on these points, and the 
fope may be indulged that the principal 
‘European Powers will combine with us in 
placing wiser views than those which seem, 
at this moment, to bo the uppermost in 
their Councils before the Statesmen of 

io. There are other points submitted 
for revision besides those in immediate 
connection with the external trade ; and of 
these none is more important than the ques- 
tion of extra-torritoriality. Quires n 
bo filled about the supposed rights 
wrongs of Japan in this matter. ‘There 
@ who would treat Japan as a 
Sovereign State, and as one quite on a par 
with European kingdoms. Japan has, no 
doubt, made, during the last twelve years, 
‘considerable progress in the path of 
sation ; and her status as an independent 
Power has advanced in proportion with the 
sympathy she has attracted by her laudable 
efforts. Nevertheless, much remains to be 
done, and there are doubts in some minds 
as to whether Japan has not been in some 
ways moving too rapidly for her strength. 
At all events, she has still many importent 
questions of home policy to deal with, and 
it would be more calculated to inspire us 
with confidence were we to see her dovot- 
ing all her attention to them than—as she 
unquestionably is—to the creation of dan- 
gerous and unnecessary disputes with her 
neighbour China. ‘The opportunity now 
presents itself to this country, which is so 
nearly concerned in her welfare, to show 
in a friendly way how mistaken aro hor 
views as to any great increase of the Taritl. 
In regard to modifying the conditions upon 
which British subjects can alone remain in 
a country situated like Japan, there can, 
of course, be no difference of opinion. Tt is 
only a matter of regret that the Japanese 
should have been so badly advised as to 
bring such a suggestion forward.

Since April Inst, commerce in Fusan, 
Corea, has been at a standstill and is decay- 
ing day by day. ‘here are over 3,(100 
among whom thirty-two or thirty- 
bona fide merchants. The settlers, 
the exception of the above-named, 
aro in the direst poverty, aud borrow 
money from the Coreans to buy rice with 
and can hardly live. Amongst th the 
living in the western part of the settlement 
‘are much poorer, and were reported to be 
in great excitement. On the night of the 
18th ult. great disturbance took pl 
It appears that on that day, four clerks of

They got into 
quarrel with the Coreans for a trifting 
matter, whom they beat down like beasts. 
On this being made known, the natives 
numbering over three hundred, mustered 
Doseiging the Japaneso and struck them 
with sticks and stones. ‘I'vo of them 
wero neatly killed, and the other two, 
who did not suffer from the attack, 
managed to get back to the settlement 
after 8 a.m, As soon as they informed

with. rifles, eword: and spenrs, hurried to 
the place, commanded by one Todoroki, 
the chief of the corporation of the com- 
missioued traders. ‘The police being in- 
formed of this sudden outset, hurried 
after the expedition, and on overtaking 
them, ordered them t> desist. While this 
was going on, ‘the majority of the expedi- 
tion marched to the above place. On theit 
arrival, the natives—men, women 
children, old and young—were thrown 


























the water to escape thedanger, whilst others 
took refuge In the set- 
Hement prov: 1g prepared to 
mnt to the above place, and the mob 
giving a fearful yell rushed to destroy 
whole town of Ku-ura. Fortunately, 
however, at that time a group of military 
cadets, led by a naval officer, happened to 
be out there; they with great difficulty 
prevented the mob from committing havoc 
among the natives. At the same time a 
police sergeant, accompanied by an inter- 
preter, proceeded to the ‘Torai-fu, to 

municate with the native  authorit 
Meanwhile some fifty of the mob turne: 
back to Fusan, aud camping themselves 
in front of the castle where Koni 
Yukiuaya had confined himself at the 
time of the Corean invasion by Kato 
Kiyomasa, they broke the cover of the 
saké casks and drank until they, becom- 
ing maddened by the spirit, commenced 
to create a great disturbance, one of 
them killing a Corean with a sword.

‘True the Chinese Govern- 
ment is generous in educational matters, 
and allows all the students thirteen 
or fourteen years for studying abroad, 
besides being taught in C! i 
first time the Government 
announced its intention for sending stud- 
ents abroad, there wero no candidates from 
among the respectable classes applying for 
appointments, consequently the present 
students, almost all of whom were intor- 
preters in the open ports, were appointed 
To come hither Such "boing the caso, 
their conduct is very unworthy, and .in 
fact they are not at all fit for military and 
naval study, Theso studexts, we hear, 
when polisical matters, and like topics of 
high senso are talked of, go to sleep aud 
do not pay the least attention, A Chineso 
official belonging to the educational com- 
n advertised that no shop-keepers 
were to sell goods to the students on eredit, 
and at the same time declared his irres- 
ponsibility for any loan contracted by 
them. We pity the Chinese government 
that ‘they committed such an error in 
selecting the students. ‘To maintain the 
conntry free from coercive measures of the 
European Powers, it is important to 
select able and send them to 
foreign countries where they can acq) 
complete knowledge of Western civilizs 
tion. For our own part, wo Japanese 
students will do well to assiat the Chinese 
students i 4 up the same hill of 
Western acience, It will not be zood for
